NOTE IS CONDEMNED. 


IASSOCIATED PRESS TELEGRAM) 


Copenhagen; Oct. 26.—With few ex- 


ceptions the German press condemns 
President Wilson's latest note, saying it 
is an alteration of his former stand- 
point and betrays lack of comprehen- 
sion of .recent events in Germany as 
well as misconstruction of what has 
happened there. It Is also said the 
note represents a concession to the de 
mantis of the allied nations. 
Theodore Wolff, writing in the Tage- 


blatt of Berlin, expresses great disap- 
pointment. He says it always has 
been a principle of international affairs 
not to interfere with the internal prob 
lems of other nations. President \Vil 
son recognized this, he continues, in his 
Mexican speech in June, 1916, but now, 
Herr Wolff declares, this has been for- 
gotten. He adds: 


"The 
peace which the president pro- 


poses is to be a peace placing Germany 
at the mercy of its opponents. Presi- 
dent Wilson's policy Is one^of brutal 
force.' '11 Is possible he hopes to sow 
dissention among the German people. 
We must be prepared for whatever may 
come."

The socialist newspaper Vorwaerts of 


Berlin says it does not understand 
whether complete internal reform on 
the part of Germany would make the 
terms of surrender easier. 
It con 


tmues: 
"In any event, Mr. Wilson errs if he 


believes the former holders of power in 
Germany can ever regain their power. 
Henceforth, there will be no power in 
Germany but that of the German peo- 
ple. Our opponents who demand the 
disarming of the German people must 
realize that a great nation cannot per- 
manently be rendered defenseless.

will be demonstrated at the peace con- 
ference whether the war has merely ad- 
journed or finally ended."

The main objection to the stone ship 
is not that it will crack easy when sub- 
jected to a jolt or punch, but that it 
will rot more 
readily than wood or 
steel. The known fact is that salt wa- 
ter rots concrete. 
But, according to a 


statement accredited to H. J. Bunier, 
who is the supervisor of concrete ship 
construction at San Francisco for the 
emergency fleet, the construction of 42 
concrete ships has been provided for, 
and it is in contemplation to construct 
this kind of ship as numerously and 
as rapidly as dependable contracts 
for them can be placed. 


This is what the Pacific Coast rep- 
resentative of the Shipping Board says 
about the concrete ship—that it cos'ts 
less by the deadweight tonnage than 
either the wooden or the steel ship, but 
that the time requisite to construction 
averages about the same for the wood 
en, the steel or the concrete ship. He 
says that the only thing the Shipping 
Board is worrying about is the lifetime 
of a stone ship; that while it lasts it is 
as strong as a steel ship. 


It depends upon what the normal life 


of a concrete ship will be whether or 
not the rotting tendency is a fatal de- 
fect. 
If the time limit is five years 
that will probably be long enough to 
make the concrete vessels a valuable 
addition 
to 
the emergency 
fleet. 
Doubtless, a method of treatment will 
eventually be discovered that will ren- 
der concrete impervious to the disinte- 
grating influence of salt water. 


(Philadelphia Record.)

Partly for its own 


pride, partly for the national pride of 
all the people, and partly to maintain 
the authority of the state, which already 
begins to be threatened by the anarchia 
tic elements that are catching the con- 
tagion turned loose in Russia by the 
agents of the kaiser, the government 
feels obliged to talk as if it would be 
an equal party In the determination of 
the peace conditions. That the govern 
ment really expects to have any Influ- 
ence in determining these conditions we 
doubt. 


We believe the German people expect 


to get nothing but a peace of justice, 
and they are conscious that they cannot 
resist it. It is a ghastly mockery for 
the spokesman of the German govern- 
ment to demand a peace of justice 
rather than a peace of violence. When 
did any consideration of justice ever re- 
strain Germany? 
When did Germany 


ever do a generous thing? Has not Ger- 
many declared that its right was meas- 
ured by its might? 
Its might has 


broken down, and its rights have gone 
with it. 


What right has Germany to ask for 


justice unless it does justice? If Ger- 
many wishes to know what sort of jus- 
tice it will get, let it lemember what 
sort of justice it gave France in 1871. 
Are you answered. Prince Maximilian? 
Because France was crushed. Germany 
extorted from it Alsace-Lorraine and a 
sum of money much greater than the 
whole cost of the war to Germany, and 
the German troops stayed in France 
till the last franc was paid. 


Germany will get justice. It will give 


up some of its plunder and pay for the 
cost ot war. France did not cause the 
war of 1870. Bismarck had to commit 
forgery in the second degree by alter- 
ing a dispatch from Napoleon in order 
to bring about the war which he had 
planned. But Germany caused this war 
Official and unoffcial German evidence 
—not to go to other sources—proves 
that Germany caused the war. 
Two 


members of the reichstag have testified 
to the Potsdam conference of July 5 
which determined on war. Germany 
has waged the war in defiance of the 
laws of God and man, and the treaty 
of Frankfort shows us what Germany 
regards as justice. 


Germany will get justice. It will re- 


store Alsace-Lorraine to France and 
contribute Posen and West Prussia to 
the new kingdom of Poland and East 
Prussia might as well go with them, 
for, as an island in a Polish sea, it will 
be of no use to Germany. Silesia and 
Schleswig may have to go, too. Ger- 
many made war on France twice in or- 
der to rob it of coal and iron lands 
and it is justice to take the coal and 
iron lands away from Germany. Be- 
sides disgorging territory Germany will 
give up a very large sum in indemnities, 
and allied troops will occupv German 
territory until the last mark is paid 
ihis is German justice: it is the wav 
Germany treated France.

Health Officer Asserts, 
and School Will Con- 
tinue. 


(Special to the Advocate.) 


Granvllle, Oct. 20.—Dr. C. J. Love- 


less, health officer, called a conference 
last evening of the college authorities 
in regard to conditions in Denison aa 
directed by the epidemic and after care 
ful consideration from ull angles, 
it 


\vus decided best to keep the college 
open. 
However, the requirements of 


the health board must be met 
Impli- 


citly from this time on—as Dr. Love- 
less explained to the state board there 
are no coses of flu in Shepardson col- 
lege and only mild ones among the S. 
A. T. C. competently cared for In the 
hospital on the hill, and it seems the 
part of wisdom to keep the young peo- 
ple together In a place freer from in- 
fection th«in can be found elsewhere in 
the country, rather than to send them 
into infected cities where deaths by 
the hundreds are occurring, and over 
railroads and interurbans 
where the 


risk of infection is so great. In order 
to do this, however, there must be no 
guthenngs at the postoffice and othpr 
points of interest in the village. 
Thiee hundred men of the Denison 


Students' army have been inducted in- 
to military service and the government 
has authorized the induction of one 
hundred more. 
The men have been 


measured for their uniforms and it is 
hoped that the drilling on Broadway 
will soon take on a military aspect. 
The chef at the mess 
hall, William 


Day, was sent from Chicago by Samuel 
Brierly, who has furnished chefs "for 
many college mess halls throughout the 
United States. 
Plans for S. A. T. C. music at Deni- 


son, are announced by Professor K. H. 
Eschman, song leader, as having been 
authorized. There will be a military 
band, membership in which is restrict- 
ed to S. A. T. C. men under the lead- 
ership of Prof. Eschman. 
The band 


w'll practice three hours each week, 
the necessary time to be taken from 
the academic schedule. In addition 
there is to be a song leader's class, 
membership in which is gained by ap- 
plication and tryouts, the purpose of 
vhich is to make leaders for informal 
singing here and ultimately 
in the 


armj. It is planned to have later in 
the year joint meetings of all the sec- 
tions in the War Issues course. When 
these occur there will be ten minutes of 
mass singing. It is possible that ar- 
rangements may be made later for.con- 
ducting mass singing with drill. In- 
formal singing will go on as heretofore.

It is an evident fact that 
classes of property pay a less 
tax, then some other property must 
pay a greater rate of tax. 
It is conceded by all tax experts, and 
even by the advocates of classification 
that land would be placed in the class 
bearing the Highest rate 
But this will fall far harder on the 
home owner and owners of vacant lots 
in the cities than it will on the farmer, 
for the reason that our cities carry the 
greater portion of our bonded indebt- 
edness and own by far the greater por- 
tion of intangeable property. Also the 
cities will be affected in their city or 
local tax as well as county and state 
tax, while the rural districts being com- 
paratively free of debt will only be af- 
fected in thieir county and state tax.

USSOCI^TEO PRESS TELESRAM! 


Columbus, Oct. 26. — For the first time 


since Spanish influenza attained epi- 
demic proportions in Ohio, encouraging 
reports are today being received from 
scattered communities indicating that 
the disease in those sections is waning. 
As a result nurses and physicians arc 
being releasea for work in those locali- 
ties where the epidemic fc. still in thei 
early stages. 
The general situation throughout the 
slate, however, is showing no marked 
improvement. In fact, additional cases 
arc Iteing reported each day and a total 
of more than two hundred thousand are 
believed to have existed 
during the 


past three weeks. The death rate. Act- 
ing Health Commissioner .1. B. Bautnan 
believes, will increase rather than de- 
crease for the next few days, although 
every measure is being taken to keep 
the mortality toll at a minimum, feder- 
al. slate and local authorities co-operat- 
ing in sending of medicml and nursing
